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Gentlemen. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  1925. 

The  district  under  consideration  consists  of  Sunbury-on- 
Thames,  Sunbury  Common.  anJ  the  rural  parts  of  Upper 
Halliford  and  Charlton,  and  comprises  an  area  of  2,660  acres. 

The  general  character  of  the  District  is  somewhat 
suddenly  undergoing  radical  change,  for  large  portions,  which 
were  once  Market  Gardens,  Orchards  and  Grassland,  have 
been  handed  over  to  the  builder  and  colonies  of  houses,  large 
and  small,  are  cropping  up  on  all  sides. 

The  population  as  a  consequence  is  increasing,  in  1921  it 
was  5,360,  and  in  1925  it  was  estimated  to  be  5,910. 

The  rateable  value  is  £56,856,  and  the  sum  represented 
by  a  penny  rate  is  £190. 

A  detailed  account  of  the  inhabited  houses  and  the 
number  of  new  houses  built  during  the  year  will  be  found  in 
the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  the  appendix.

This  must  be  considered  a'very  satisfactory  return,  as  it 
includes  all  the  Notifiable  Diseases  except  Tuberculosis, 
which  is  dealt  with  elsewhere. 

will  be  noticed  that  there  was  not  a  single  case  of 
Diphtheria,  and  the  case  of  Para -typhoid  was  undoubtedly 
imported. 

In  the  case  of  Chicken-pox  only  one  notification  from 
.each  house  is  accepted  during  an  outbreak. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Puer¬ 
peral  Fever  or  Malaria. 
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Arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  any  Medical 
Practitioner  can  be  immediately  supplied  with  Diphtheria 
Anti-toxin  on  request ;  an  adequate  supply  is  always  on  hand. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  Swabs  in  suspicious  cases 
is  also  arranged  for. 

Prompt  removal  by  Ambulance  to  the  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Stanwell  follows  a  request  from  the  Practitioner 
in  charge  of  any  infectious  case. 

Arrangements  are  in  force  with  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  removal  of  any  cases  of  Small- pox 
to  South  Mimms  Hospital. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  superintends  the  disinfection  of 
infected  premises,  and  articles  which  have  been  exposed  to 
infection. 

There  was  no  trouble  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
the  reception  of  any  cases  requiring  removal  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Venereal  cases  are  referred  to  Clinics  which  are  held  at 
many  of  the  London  Hospitals. 

Measles  was  prevalent  at  times  during  the  year,  but 
there  were  a  very  few  cases  of  Influenza. 

Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  four  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  (three  males  and  one  female)  were  reported,  and  two 
cases  of  Non-pulmonary,  both  females. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  in  all,  including  the 
above,  ten  cases  of  Pulmonarv  Tuberculosis  and  seven  of 
Non-pulmonary. 

T wo  deaths  of  cases  on  the  register  were  recorded  during 
the  year  and  there  was  also  one  death  reported  of  which  there 
was  no  previous  record  of  notification. 

The  Chief  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer  for  The  County 
of  Middlesex,  on  receipt  of  Notification  of  a  case,  makes  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  treatment  at  home  or  in  an 
Institution. 

No  points  of  difficulty  have  arisen  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  proper  arrangements  necessary  in  each 
case.

General  Provisions  of  Health  Services. 

The  Local  Hospitals  are  the  Hampton  and  the  Staines 
Cottage  Hospitals  ;  both  Windsor  and  Richmond  Hospitals  are 
available,  and  still  further  afield  all  the  London  Hospitals  are 
comparatively  accessible,  and  more  so  now  that  this  District 
possesses  an  Ambulance  of  its  own,  available  by  day  and 
night  for  non-infectious  cases. 

Infectious  cases  are  removed  by  the  Isolation  Hospital 
Ambulance. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  mention  that  the  Police  render 
valuable  assistance  with  their  stretcher  in  many  instances, 
particularly  in  the  case  of  accidents  occurring  on  the  road. 

The  Staines  Union  Infirmary  is  quite  handy  for  the 
reception  of  destitute  and  necessitous  cases. 

There  is  a  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  which  is 
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well  attended,  and  the  County  School  Medical  Officer  holds 
Clinics  at  the  various  Schools. 

A  DISTRICT  NURSE  is  badly  needed  in  the  area,  and 
a  movement  is  on  foot  to  arouse  sufficient  public  interest  to 
establish  and  maintain  a  District  Nursing  Association. 

Three  Midwives  are  practising  in  the  District ;  none  are 
subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority  or  otherwise. 


In  surveying  the  arrangements  for  the  prevention  of 
Disease,  and  the  general  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  for  the  last  four  years,  it  may  be  said  that  steady  progress 
has  been  maintained. 

The  water  supply  has  been  considerably  augmented  and 
a  larger  number  of  houses  have  their  supply  direct  from  the 
main  than  was  the  case  formerly. 

A  more  thorough  and  systematic  inspection  of  houses, 
cowsheds,  dairies,  bakehouses,  &)c.,  has  been  evolved. 

The  abolition  of  many  cesspools  and  an  extension  of  the 
main  drainage  system  has  been  carried  out. 

It  may  possibly  be  found  that  the  question  of  disposal  of 
Sewage,  which  has  never  in  the  past  caused  anxiety,  will  have 
to  be  reconsidered  in  the  face  of  the  very  considerable  in¬ 
creased  outfall. 

The  question  of  overcrowding  is  gradually  becoming  less 
acute,  owing  to  the  considerable  number  of  houses  which  have 
been,  and  are  still  being  erected. 

I  am  glad  to  take  this  opportunity  of  testifying  to  the  very 
satisfactory  work  of  Mr.  G.  Allsopp,  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
A  perusal  of  his  report  will  amply  repay  all  interested  in  the 
Welfare  and  Sanitary  state  of  the  District  and  give  an  idea  of 
the  vast  amount  of  work  he  has  got  through  during  the  year ; 
work  well  and  thoroughly  done. 

I  also  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  for  the 
support  and  encouragement  they  have  always  given  me  in 
matters  affecting  the  prevention  of  Disease,  and  the  mainten¬ 
ance  of  a  healthy  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  District.

Water  Supply. 

The  Metropolitan  Water  Board’s  Main  now  extends 
throughout  most  of  the  District  and  provides  a  constant 
supply.  Approximately  91  p.c.  of  the  houses  obtain  their 
supply  from  the  main,  4  p.c.  of  which  obtain  the  supply  by 
means  of  stand-pipes;  the  remaining  6  p.c.  obtain  their  supply 
from  shallow  wells  and  Tube-pumps;  these  latter  supplies  are 
being  sampled  and  will  be  closed  if,  on  analysis,  the  water  is 
found  to  be  unfit. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Health  Committee  to  the 
Council  for  the  extension  of  the  Water  Main  along  Upper 
Halliford  Road,  a  distance  of  approximately  955  yards,  has 
been  more  than  justified,  as  from  a  total  number  of  19  samples 
of  water  submitted  from  this  area  alone,  18  samples  were 
found  to  be  unfit  for  consumption ;  these  were  the  sole  sources 
of  supply  for  32  houses. 

The  main  was  extended,  and  the  whole  of  the  property  in 
the  above  mentioned  area  is  now  supplied  from  the  main,  and 
the  wells  have  been  closed. 
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In  addition  to  the  above  samples,  16  others  were  taken 
and  submitted  for  analysis  from  wells  and  tube- pumps  in 
various  parts  of  the  District.  Of  these,  15  were  found  to  be 
unfit  for  consumption  ;  these  were  the  sole  source  of  supply 
to  24  houses.  The  necessary  action  was  taken  and  the 
provision  of  a  supply  of  wholesome  water,  by  laying  on  the 
main  to  these  properties,  has  in  most  cases  been  made.  In  the 
case  of  the  others  the  work  is  in  hand. 

Acting  upon  the  instructions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  1  have  taken  and  submitted  for  analysis  two  samples 
of  water  from  the  Public  supply  ;  these  on  analysis  were 
found  to  be  pure. 

Wherever  possible  efforts  are  being  made  to  have  at  least 
one  tap  in  the  houses  direct  from  the  main  for  drinking 
purposes,  instead  of  the  water  being  drawn  from  the  storage 
cistern,  which  in  many  cases  pollute  the  water  ;  where  this  is 
not  possible  all  cisterns  are  cleaned  out  and  provided  with 
close  fitting  lids. 

(For  details  see  statistics  under  Para.  2,  Water  Supply,  &)c.) 
Rivers  and  Streams. 

Periodical  inspection  is  made  of  bungalows  and  the 
dwellings  in  close  proximity  to  the  river  and  streams,  with  a 
view'  to  prevent  pollution  of  same ;  the  most  common  form 
met  with  has  been  inefficient  '  Soakaways  ’  in  a  few  cases. 
The  necessary  action  has  been  taken  with  regard  to  these,  and 
the  attention  of  all  concerned  has  been  drawn  to  the  necessity 
of  the  prevention  of  pollution. 

Drainage,  ^)c. 

The  extension  of  the  sewer  along  Sunmead  Road  has 
greatly  improved  this  part  of  the  district,  and  has  enabled  six 
of  the  owners  of  houses  to  take  advantage  of  main  drainage, 
and  has  rendered  possible  the  abolition  of  six  cesspools.  The 
other  property  will  be  dealt  with  should  any  nuisance  arise  in 
connection  with  the  remaining  cesspools. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

With  few  exceptions,  in  Sunbury,  the  whole  of  the  closets 
are  on  the  water-carriage  system  and  connected  to  the  sewer. 
In  the  out-lying  parts  of  the  District,  Upper  Halliford  and 
Charlton,  at  present  without  main  drainage,  privy-middens  and 
earth-closets  exist,  together  with  water-closets  and  cesspool 
drainage  at  the  larger  properties. 
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During  the  inspections  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and 
the  Housing  Acts,  the  privy-middens  are  gradually  being 
abolished  and  earth-closets  substituted,  as  these  areas  are  of 
a  rural  character  and  the  houses  have  in  most  cases  large 

gardens ;  this  measure  is  at  all  times  very  carefully  con¬ 
sidered  in  the  cases  where  the  water-supply  is  derived 
from  a  pump  or  shallow  well. 

Conversion  to  the  water  carriage  system  is  also  carried 
out  in  the  cases  where  nuisances  arise  from  privy-middens  or 
earth-closets  in  other  parts  of  the  District,  no  definite  policy 
being  adopted,  as  there  are  no  closely  built  centres  where 
such  exist. 

The  approximate  number  of  each  type  is  :  —  Water-closets, 
1225;  Earth-closets,  140;  and  Privy-middens,  35  ;  or  87d  p.c., 
lOp.c.  and  2ip.c.  respectively. 

The  above  figures  are  based  on  one  per  house. 
Scavenging. 

A  weekly  collection  is  made  in  the  greater  part  of  the 
District  and  a  fortnightly  collection  in  one  of  the  more  rural 
parts;  while  at  the  present  this  method  is  fairly  satisfactory 
the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  a  weekly  collection  will  be 
necessary  for  the  whole  of  the  District. 

The  method  adopted  for  disposal  is  by  means  of  tipping, 
and  covering,  in  the  numerous  gravel-pits  on  the  outskirts  of 
the  District. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  take  preliminary  action  with 
regard  to  smoke  nuisances  arising  from  Public  Works 
machinery  recently  in  operation  within  the  District;  the  nuis¬ 
ance  was  abated  without  further  action  being  necessary. 

Also  the  preliminary  action  found  to  be  necessary  with 
regard  to  a  Factory  chimney  has  had  the  desired  effect,  with¬ 
out  further  action. 

Mosquito  Prevention. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  Summer,  and  at  intervals 
during  the  Summer,  systematic  spraying  of  all  ditches  and 
water  courses  was  undertaken,  to  exterminate  the  Mosquito 
Larvae,  but  combined  action  is  necessary  before  one  can  Hope 
to  achieve  the  desired  result  in  this  matter. 
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Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  ' 

(i.)  The  majority  of  the  milk  sold  within  the  District  is 
produced  locally,  and  is  of  good  quality  ;  there  were  123  Cows 
in  milk  in  the  District  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(ii.)  Regular  inspection  by  the  Veterinary  Inspector  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Council  is  made  of  all  milking  cows,  and  any 
suspicious  symptom  is  at  once  reported,  and  the  necessary 
steps  taken  to  isolate  the  animal,  and  to  withhold  the  milk  from 
such  from  sale. 

(iii.)  No  applications  for  Licences  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Order,  1923,  were  received  during  the  year,  and 
no  such  Licences  are  in  force  in  the  District. 

(b)  Meat. 

All  persons  concerned  were  informed  of  the  requirements 
of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  and  no  diffi¬ 
culty  has  been  experienced  in  carrying  out  the  Regulations. 

(i.)  In  every  case  Inspection  and  the  Examination  of 
the  carcase  with  the  organs  in  position  has  been  made  at  the 
time  of  slaughter,  in  some  cases  on  Sundays. 

No  system  of  “  Meat  Marking  ”  is  in  vogue  within  the 
District,  as  the  application  by  the  Local  Authority  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  approval  for  such  was  rejected, 

The  only  animals  slaughtered  within  the  District,  with 
few  exceptions,  are  pigs. 

(ii.)  The  regular  inspection  of  Butchers’  shops  together 
with  the  usual  Meat  Inspection  has  been  carried  out,  and  suit¬ 
able  arrangements  have  been  made  to  comply  with  the  Meat 
Regulations. 

Of  the  six  Butchers’  shops  within  the  District,  five  are 
fitted  with  windows  and  the  remaining  one  has  now  fitted 
large  side  blinds. 

(iii.)  There  are  no  meat  stalls  in  the  District.

I.  — General  Housing  conditions  in  the  area  : — 

(1.)  The  general  housing  conditions  are  good,  the  few  ex¬ 
ceptions  being  some  of  the  older  type  of  cottage 
property  ;  in  these  cases,  only  minor  repairs  and  im¬ 
provements  are  called  for,  where  found  to  be  necessary 
under  the  House  to  House  Inspection. 

(2.)  (a)  The  shortage  of  houses  is  being  met  by  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  68  new  houses,  now  in  course  of  erection 
by  the  Council. 

(b)  The  above  68  houses  together  with  the  50  erected 
by  the  Council  last  year  has  considerably  relieved 
the  overcrowding.  These  are  the  only  houses 
erected  or  being  erected  at  a  nominal  rental,  and 
within  the  means  of  the  working  classes. 

(3.)  The  erection  of  detached  and  semi-detached  Residences 
and  Villas  in  different  parts  of  the  District  has  some¬ 
what  increased  the  population,  and  appearances  indicate 
the  continual  building  of  such  class  of  property. 

II.  — Overcrowding. 

(1.)  Overcrowding  is  of  course  still  present,  but  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  less  extent  than  in  the  past  year. 

(2.)  One  of  the  causes  of  overcrowding  seem  to  be  cases 
where  the  family  has  been  reared  in  the  same  house. 
This  in  many  cases,  being  small,  is  still  being  occupied 
by  the  same  family,  the  growth  of  which  creates  the 
overcrowding  which  exists. 

In  other  cases  Lodgers  are  taken  in  in  a  house  just 
large  enough  for  the  tenants  themselves. 

It  has  been  found,  too,  that  families  are  attracted  into 
this  District  from  other  Districts,  by  the  provision  of 
houses  no\y  in  course  of  erection  by  the  Council  ;  these 
families  become  sub-tenants  and  add  to  the  overcrowd¬ 
ing. 

(3.)  In  the  case  of  overcrowding  occurring  where  caused  by 
members  of  the  same  family  living  in  a  small  house, 

(  consideration  is  given  to  the  application  from  such  for 

a  Council  house. 
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In  the  case  of  overcrowding  caused  by  lodgers, 
notices  are  served  upon  the  tenant  to  abate  the  nuis¬ 
ance,  by  reducing  the  number  of  occupants. 

III. — Fitness  of  Houses; — 

<1.)  (a)  The  general  standard  of  houses  within  the  District 
is  good  ;  there  are  no  back-to-back  houses  or 
densely  congested  areas. 

(b;  The  general  character  of  defects  found  are  Damp 
walls  (due  in  seme  cases  to  pervious  brickwork,  and 
in  many  other  cases  to  the  absence  of  a  damp-proof 
course),  unpaved  yards,  and  windows  not  made  to 
open,  etc. 

(c)  The  defects  in  the  majority  of  cases  are  structural 
defects  remediable  by  the  owners. 

(2.)  For  the  general  action  taken  as  regards  unfit  houses 
under : — 

(a)  The  Public  Health  Acts; 

(b)  1  he  Housing  Acts. 

see  Housing  tables  set  out  above. 

(3.)  Difficulties  have  been  met  with  in  carrying  out  repairs 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  Housing  Acts.  In  all 
cases  endeavours  are  made  to  meet  the  owners  on  the 
property ;  arrangements  are  then  made  whereby  the 
work  is  put  in  hand,  and  in  some  cases  where  financial 
difficulties  arise,  a  system  of  gradually  carrying  out  the 
work  is  agreed  upon,  the  worst  defects  to  be  dealt  with 
first.  By  this  method  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  take 
proceedings  to  enforce  compliance  with  the  various 
Notices  served.
